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Superintendent's  Report 


February  1,  1944 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual  re- 
port as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

As  we  all  realize,  the  past  school  year  has  been  during 
one  of  the  most  critical  war  periods  we  have  experienced. 
Schools  have  been  affected  because  of  trying  mental-strains 
on  the  part  of  parents,  children  and  teachers  as  well  as 
by  the  prevalent  lack  of  normal  home  life  caused  by  in- 
dustrial boom  and  increased  employment  of  adult  mem- 
bers of  the  family.  Children  have  been  handicapped  in 
many  instances  by  having  been  left  more  "on  their  own." 
Those  under  the  age  of  10  who  lack  supervision  and  paren- 
tal guidance  at  home  today  may  be  the  real  problems  to- 
morrow. Some  say,  "It's  Adult  Delinquency."  However,  it 
appears  that  all  are  attempting  to  make  the  best  of  the 
situation  and  are  looking  ahead  to  renewed  normal  times 
with  optimism  and  enthusiasm. 

To  refute  the  often  repeated  statements  by  high  ad- 
ministrative officials  that  the  people  do  not  seem  to  be 
conscious  of  or  sufficiently  realistic  in  their  attitude  toward 
the  awfulness  of  this  global  war,  Dr.  Moehlman  in  "The 
Nations  Schools"  magazine  for  February,  1944,  makes  the 
following  statements:  "No  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth 
has  ever  undergone  so  complete  and  rapid  a  transition 
from  highly  organized  pacifism  to  war  in  so  short  a  time. 
No  people  has  ever  voluntarily  given  so  much  of  its  income 
through  self-taxation  and  voluntary  savings  to  the  support 
of  war  effort." 

Today  our  soldiers  are  fighting  in  practically  every 
part  of  the  world  to  restore  peace  and  freedom. 
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Tomorrow  the  students  who  are  now  in  our  schools 
must  help  to  solve  the  tremendous  problems  involved  if 
that  peace  is  to  be  made  permanent.  Our  country  will  need 
informed,  enlightened  and  devoted  citizens  then,  as  much 
as  it  needs  trained,  loyal  and  courageous  soldiers  now. 

Boys  and  girls,  who  in  other  times  would  have  com- 
pleted their  elementary  and  high  school  training,  are  now 
leaving  school  in  large  numbers.  In  some  communities,  the 
exodus  from  school  has  reached  proportions  alarming  to 
those  concerned  with  the  success  of  the  war  effort  and  for 
the  longtime  effort  of  youth. 

The  motives  which  cause  pupils  to  leave  school  are 
understandable — attractions  of  high  wages,  desire  to  do 
something  definite  to  help  win  the  war,  the  influence  of 
the  example  of  others  who  have  left,  and  the  inducements 
of  those  who  do  not  realize  the  value  of  increased  school- 
ing. It  is  generally  agreed  by  army  and  Chilian  authorities 
that  the  greatest  service  which  boys  and  girls  of  sixteen 
and  seventeen  can  render  to  the  war  effort  is  to  get  ready 
for  national  service  in  the  armed  forces,  in  war  production, 
in  civilian  war  agencies  or  in  specialized  training  by  con- 
tinuation of  regular  schooling  at  least  until  high  school 
graduation.  From  the  financial  standpoint,  a  Research  Bul- 
letin of  the  National  Education  Association  presents  the 
following:  ''Time  and  money  invested  in  education  brings 
handsome  economic  return.  The  probable  life  earnings  of  a 
typical  elementary,  high  school  and  college  graduate  in 
comparison  to  the  required  schooling  is  shown  below. 

Schooling  Period   of  Work             Total  Earnings 

Elementary  46  years  (14  to   60)  8   64.000 

High  School  42  years    (18  to   60)  SS. 000 

College  38  years    (22  to  60)  160,000 

Text-books:  More  world-mindedness  is  being  develop- 
ed in  our  older  children  by  more  careful  selection  of  sub- 
ject matter  by  text-book  writers — a  fact  which  will  ulti- 
mately develop  the  power  to  think  out  the  relation  of  facts 
to  the  actual  interests  of  the  entire  world.  It  is  probably 
not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  this  world-mindedness  is 
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growing  with  every  passing  week.  In  our  own  schools, 
perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  improvements  in  study  materi- 
als has  been  the  continuation,  as  finances  would  permit,  of 
the  new  reading  system  which  was  started  two  years  ago. 
Anyone  familiar  with  the  new  reading  materials  in  contrast 
with  the  old  texts  can  readily  see  the  stimulating  advan- 
tages to  the  younger  children. 

School  Buildings:  Several  minor  repairs  were  made 
during  the  past  summer  and  the  buildings  are  in  good  gen- 
eral repair.  However,  the  need  for  a  new  school  is  still  evi- 
dent. We  note  from  observation  and  from  publications  that 
most  communities  have  kept  their  school  buildings  on  a 
par  with,  or  even  ahead  of  the  average  home  in  the  com- 
munity. School  buildings  are  a  means  to  an  end:  they  should 
be  media  for  the  progress  of  human  development. 

Standardized  achievements  tests  have  been  adminis- 
tered to  all  children  above  grade  one  and  results  show  that 
pupils  are  working  up  to  their  capacity.  Through  partici- 
pation in  the  "Schools-at-War"  program  the  children  have 
assumed  attitudes  of  cooperation  in  addition  to  material 
help  of  buying  war  savings  stamps  and  bonds,  the  latter  of 
which  we  hope  will  develop  into  habits  of  thriftiness.  The 
teachers  should  be  commended  for  their  efforts  in  this  pro- 
gram. It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  present  school 
year  $225.00  has  been  invested  in  war  saving;-,  by  the  pu- 
pils: $140  at  the  South  Road  School  and  $85.00  at  the 
Crawley  Falls  School. 

Shortly  after  the  distribution  of  War  Ration  Book  No. 
4,  Chester  Bowles,  Acting  Administrator  for  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration  wrote,  "The  distribution  of  War  Ra- 
tion Book  4  has  been  carried  out  with  dispatch  and  pre- 
cision. We  are  indebted  again,  as  we  have  been  in  the  past 
to  the  school  officials  and  teachers  of  the  nation — I  feel 
sure  that  they  will  be  relieved  to  know  that  the  task  will 
not  have  to  be  repeated  soon."  Other  volunteers  who  helped 
in  this  task  should  also  be  commended. 

Teachers:  About  fifty  percent  of  teachers  in  our  su- 
pervisory union  were  new  to  their  respective  positions  this 
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year.  Brentwood  was  particularly  fortunate  in  securing1  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Dorothea  Rockwell,  of  Atkinson,  N.  H.,  at 
the  Crawley  Falls  School  and  Mrs.  Florence  Turgeon  at  the 
South  Road  School.  Pupils  are  distributed  fairly  evenly  and 
both  schools  have  been  operating  smoothly.  Anyone  who 
has  visited  the  schools  in  the  past  could  readily  see  the  ad- 
vantages of  having  six  instead  of  eight  grades.

My  dear  Mr.  Osgood: 

In  answer  to  your  request,  I  am  very  glad  to  give  you 
the  following  information,  which  you  may  wish  to  use  in 
your  report. 

In  September,  1943,  twenty-four  girls  enrolled  at  Rob- 
inson Seminary;  at  present,  twenty-two  are  registered. 
There  are  at  the  school  three  marking  periods,  and  the 
average  of  the  three  is  the  mark  for  the  year.  At  the  end 
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of  the  first  period  in  December,  three  of  the  girls  failed, 
three  barely  passed,  six  did  fair  work,  four  were  rated 
good,  and  six  excellent.  Those  who  failed  or  merely  passed 
are  all  in  the  seventh  grade,  a  fact  which  probably  shows 
that  the  smaller  girls  need  more  time  than  the  older  ones 
to  get  adjusted  to  a  large  school,  so  that  they  may  use  all 
the  ability  that  they  have. 

On  the  honor  roll  for  having  been  neither  absent  nor 
tardy  up  to  January  twenty-seventh  are  Deborah  Dodge, 
Elaine  Marcotte,  Katherine  Marcotte,  and  Leila  Yeany. 

In  scholarship,  Robert  Prescott  has  honors,  and  Bar- 
bara Smith,  high  honors. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  Brentwood  girls  compare  very 
favorably  in  both  attendance  and  scholarship  with  the  pu- 
pils of  Exeter  or  of  other  towns  attending  Robinson  Semi- 
nary.

Financially,  it  is  costing  the  Brentwood  School  District 
some  more  money  than  it  might  cost  to  operate  a  third 
school  in  Brentwood.

This  represents  an  estimated  increased  cost  of  $583.10 
by  sending  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  to  Exeter  and 
Kingston  for  the  present  school  year.  Next  year,  as  the 
number  of  pupils  increases,  the  cost  might  be  around 
$750.00  more  than  to  operate  the  third  school  in  Brent- 
wood. A  large  amount  of  this  increase  in  cost  would  un- 
doubtedly be  paid  through  increased  "State  Aid." 

The  present  bus  situation  for  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
transportation  also  allows  for  safe  and  economical  trans- 
portation of  high  school  pupils  which  I  understand  was 
getting  to  be  somewhat  of  a  problem.  The  teacher  situation 
does  not  appear  to  be  improving  and  a  greater  shortage  is 
anticipated.  It  would  be  much  more  difficult  to  get  teach- 
ers for  eight  grades  than  it  is  for  six.

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Report  On  Music  For  Brentwood 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Brent- 
wood, N.  H.,  I  hereby  submit  a  report  in  music  for  the  year 
1942-43: 

During  the  war,  music  is  challenged  to  prove  that  it 
has  a  distinct  place  and  that  place  can  be  served  by  it. 

Music  imparts  to  the  spirit  in  civilian  life  and  in  the 
armed  forces  a  service  which  cannot  be  realized  either  by 
words,  pictures  or  any  other  communicative  art.  It  is  unique. 
Too  long,  music  has  been  a  special  activity  and  its  function 
as  communication  has  too  long  been  slighted.  Music  must 
not  be  left  for  a  few  professionals  but  must  be  made  to 
function  for  a  democracy.  The  excellence  of  musical  skills 
is  not  now  as  much  the  foremost  question  as  is  the  univer- 
sality of  it.  In  keeping  with  our  democratic  way  of  think- 
ing, music  for  all  performs  a  service  in  helping  to  create  a 
rich  and  free  life  for  all  and  in  maintaining  that  form  of 
life.
